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NOTES AND COM MENTS 

pEDERAL Finance Minister Dunning spoke very plainly 
in stating that ail public services must be paid for by the 
people of Canada, and the only source of wealth lies in pro¬ 
duction. All relief costs must be paid for by those whose 
earnings are taxed. Highway costs, deficits of the C. N. R., 
governmental costs, all are paid by the people employed. 

PREMIER Aberhart repeatedly has stated that our “cul¬ 
tural heritage” and natural resources would be the im¬ 
portant factors in establishing his Social Credit plan. There 
is only one source from which dividends, pensions and re¬ 
lief allowances can be paid. That is from production which 
creates wealth. Millions of tons of coal in Alberta lying 
dormant will not, pay anything. Only when it has been 
mined and converted into a marketable product can it be of 
value, and to do this economically the use of large sums of 
money have first to be utilized in providing mining equip 
ment and payment of wages. 

'J'HE impression some have that the world owes them a 
living is entirely wrong. Nature’s law is that men 
must produce in order to live. Socializing of industry it is 
argued by lome would solve unemployment problems. 
Government participation in business seldom proves success¬ 
ful, and history proves that it is from competition there de¬ 
velops progress. Initiative is developed by competition, and 
has resulted in eliminating drudgery in many industries and 
has helped to establish a higher standard of living conditions 
compared with even 25 years ago. 

PATERNALISM in governments if carried to the extremes 
• • that some advocate would increase instead of decrease the 
tax burdens, and to relieve the problem of unemployment it 
would seem that work would have to be more evenly divided. 
Those at present employed would have to work less in order 
to provide work for those whom industry cannot absorb. 
Governments cannot do the impossible, and if lots of free 
advice were followed on how to run the country, widespread 
bankruptcy would result. 

PJON Ernest Manning, provincial secretary, presumably 
speaking for Mr. Aberhart, in his Sunday broadcast, 
referring to balancing the budget, stated that this can only 
be done by spending less than governmental revenues. 
Despite pre-election promises, that dividends would be paid 
without increasing taxation, -the imposition of additional 
taxes has proved that Alberta must finance on orthodox 
lines in order to pay its way, and dividends are as remote as 
ever. Doubtless Mr. Aberhart’s faith prompted him to 
promise many blessings prior to the provincial election, but 
he would have to perform a miracle on a parallel with the 
five loaves and two small fishes to fulfil those promises.
